To our moft dear Son in Chrift, Jofeph the illu- 
ftrious King of Hungary and Bohemia, elected Em- 
perour of the Romans, Clement XI Pope. 
5 OuR moft dear Son in Chrift, we greet you 
© well. The News we receiv’d fome Days 
* fince from Ferrara, of the unexpected Irruption of 
* the German Troops into our Ecclefiaftical Terri- 
* tories, did fo difturb ns, that we immediately fent 
* for our beloved Son Vincent Grimani Cardinal 
* of the holy Roman Church, expoftulgted with him 
earneftly upon the Wrong offer’d tous and the 
* Apoftolical See, and injoyn’d him to ufe his beft 
* Offices with our beloved Son the noble Prince 
* Eugene of Savoy, Commarder in Chief of your 
* Army in Italy, that we might be freed from the 
* prefent Evils, and the yet greater which com- 
“mon Report made us apprehend of thofe 
* Troops taking Winter Quarters, We likewife fent 
‘our Apoftolical Letters to Prince Eugene himfelf 
* about this Affair, wherein we plainly exprefs'd the 
* great Concern of Mind which foch Arremprts of 
* Catholick Generals, in Contempt and Prejudice of 
* the Church, gave us ; but inftead of the Amend- 
“ment we defir'd, by Letters from Prince Eugene 
* we have receiv’d only empty fair Words and Pro- 
* feffions of Services, and various Excufes, alledging 
fome Neceffity, or Pie:ence rather, of expelling 
* your Majefty’s Enemies : For befides that there 
* are at prefent no French Forces in our Territories, 
* and that their Return into them cannor eafily be 
* apprehended ; what Neceffity is there orcan be 
* pretended, for plundering other Mens Goods, doing 
* Hurt to the Innocenr, giving Vexation to Friends, 
* difturbing the fupreme and pontificial Jurisdiction, 
*in a Word, for commirting {niquity againft God 
* and the Church 2? Yet by repeated Expreffes we 
* are daily inform’d, that tie Damages and Injuries 
‘ your Troops do to our Subjects are moltiplied ; 
‘ and whatis moft intolerable and rid: now unheard of, 


* fome of your Officers have proceeded in their Au- 
* dacioufnefs fo far, as not only imprudenily to de- 
‘mand of our Legates of Ferrara and Bologna 
‘ Winter Quarters and monthly Contributions ‘for 
‘ fabfitting their Soldiers, but even actually to dare 
“to quarter intire Regiments on our frontiers, to 
‘the Oppreffion and Ruine of the poor Inhabitants 
* who had fo lately endur'd fo many Calamities ; 
‘ juft as if they were dealing with an open Enemy, 
‘and a f{ubdued People, not with a Prince their 
* Friend, and a moft loving Pather, as we are con- 
* {cious, and as God the Searcher of Hearts knows, 
‘ we have been and ftill are to your Majefty. 
* Wherefore being minded to keep Silence no longer, 
* nor defer the neceffary Protection of our Subjects 
* in Temporals, left we thould ftand charg’d before 
‘ God and Men with bafely betraying the Ecclefia- 
* ftical Liberty, we have refolv’d forthwith to em- 
‘ ploy fuch Means for Redrefs as the Power God 
‘ has entrufted us with has put into our Hands; 
* and which in fo urgent a Cafe we cannot forbear 
* exetting, withour being chargeable with the heim 
‘ous Crime of neglecting our Duty. Far be it from 
* us to let fo bafe a Crime fully our Glory, (which 
‘ yetis not in us, for our Glory is nothing,) but in 
#:the. Lord we may and will glory. Truly our 
* Help thall be in the Name of the Lord, who does 
* not fuffer thofe that hope in him to be confounded 
‘and with the fame Confidence as the Prophet we 
willcry out, The Lordis my Light and my Health, 
‘- whom fhall I fear? thefe tuft in Chariots, and 
* thefe in Horfes, but we in the Name of the Lord. 
* But firft we have determin’d,to reprefent paternally, 
* yer with the Liberty that becomes a Prieft of God 
* however unworthy, out Complaints to your Ma- 
‘ jefty, whofe cminent approv’d and innate Piety 
“and Religion, which your moft illuftrious An- 
‘ ceftors infus’d into you with your Blood, give us 
* full Hope of your having a reverential Regard ro 
* this holy See : And we exhort, and in the Name 
‘ of the only begotten Son of God Jefus Chrift 
* whofe Vicegerent we are on Earth, mcft earneftly 
* intreat you, not to allow the giving any Difturb- 
* ance to the Ecclefiaftical State, which is the facred 
* Patrimony of St. Peter the Prince of the Apoftles ; 
* nor to permit your Troops to violate the Rights and 
* Immunities of the holy Roman Church, which is 
* not a Bondmaid but free For we are of Opinion 
* your Majefty’s moft pious Mind muft be averfe to 
* fuch wicked Actions of your Soldiers, and their 
‘ more wicked Counfels ; which therefore you will 
* hear with Indignation, and as _ requires, 
* will redrefs. Who indeed would believe, that 
* ever yout Majefty, whois the Chief Defender of 
‘ the Roman Church, in which Title you glory 
‘as much as in that of Emperour, fhould em- 
‘ ploy your Arms againft that very Roman Church, 
‘in violently ravaging her Territories, and in 
‘ rifling with hoftile Hands the Subjects 
‘ of the Apoftolical See, who a few Years ago 
‘ patiently - underwent a moft burthenfom Tax 
* to furnifh very large Succours to your moft auguft 
* Houfe when labouring under the Turkith War 2 
‘ This, as your Majefty may clearly perceive, can- 
* not be done without great Difhonour to your illu- 
* ftrious Name, and Scandal to the whole Catholick 
* Church, without Derriment and Hazard to yout 
‘ Empire from the Vengeance of the roy 
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“laftly wichour a dreadful Load of Trouble to your 
* own Confcience. We therefore hope, and affured- 
“ly promife our felves, thac your Majefty being 
* convinc'd of the Juftice of the Caufe we affert, 
* will immediately redrefs thefe heavy and vexatious 
‘ Grievances, and bend your Thoughts not to the 
‘ injuring, oppreffing and afflicting of the holy 
* Churcibur rather tothe fupporting, cherithing and 
* by alt Manner of good Offices enlarging it: ’ fwill 
* be the fureft Means to preterve, eftablith, and hap- 
‘ pily exeend your Empire, if, as formerly the moft 
‘holy Bifhops admonith’d oue of your Predeceffors, 
‘ you efteem your felf to be fo far a Son of your 
Holy Morher the Church, as you make it your 
“ principal Study. to promote Her Peace and [ran- 
* quility. For, a Chriftian &mpire is better govern'd 
‘and augmented by taking Care of the Church, 
‘than by fighting in any part of the World for its 
* temporal Security. Our moft dear Son, we do 
 moft affectionately give your Majefty our Apottoli- 
cal Benedictivun.

* we do with the greateft Sincerity and Affection, on 
* your Acceffion to that high Dignity ; and at the 
# fame time to affure your Majeity, that we always 
* thought the Services render’d to their native-Coun- 
* try by the moft Ifluftrious Family from which your 
‘* BMasjefty is Defcended, but efpecially your own 
* Perlonal Virtues and Merits towards the Polifh 
* Nation, deferv’'d this Advancement, to which we 
* never more heartily defir'd to fee any Perfon 
rais'\d. God grant, that your Reign may be Long 
* and Happy to your Majefty and the Poles,and that 
“the Remains of Difcord being fupprefs'd, it may 
“ bealfo moft Peaceful and Glorious. Your Majefty
